For organizations to prepare to defend their" 
property In this way seems to be generally con- 
sidered a wise and justifiable move; but there is 
a strong movement on foot to deny the same right 
to the citizen. Everywhere "gun toting" laws are 
being discussed, and the movement to legislate 
.guns out of existence seems to have reached its 
climax: in the federal measure which proposes to 
bar small arms from interstate commerce. 


This measure, which was discussed in a prev- 


ious I-Iaskl'n letter, 'would have thp effect of mak- 
ing it extremely difficult for a 'reputable citizen 
to purchase a pistol for 
self-defense 
without 


breaking tho law, and it would also make such 
arms much more expensive. 
The theory is that 


it would make it equally difficult for the criminal 
to arm himself. 


Opponents o£ this law assert that it would ac- 


complish tjust the opposite of its .intention. They 


vsay that 'the yegg or -gunman, who finds a gun 
indispensable to his business, would always man- 
age to get one by hook cr crook, just as he now 
manages to get cocaine, liqu.or, opium, and other 
contraband goods, -It is the reputable .citizen,. 
cagsr to obey the law, who w.ould be disarmed.

The constitutionality of this law also has been 


questioned, as tho constitution provides that "the 
right of the people to keep and bears arms shall 
not be Infringed." 


Opponents ot pistol prohibition now bring up 


a substitute, which is not new, but has a special 
ntercst at''this time. When 'Mayor Gaynor was 
shot by an assassin a few years ago, Judge George 


Holt made an able 'address on the subject of 


arms, and the right to carry them. He discussed 
the advisability of pistol-prohibition and decided 
that it was Impracticable. He advised that in- 
stead a law should bo passed which ivould plate 
the selling of scial'. arms in the cor.trol of com- 
petent boards' everywhere. 


Under such a system, if you desired to own al 


weapon you would appear before the .board and' 
apply for. a license, just the same as you do when 
you want to operate a motor car. 
You would 


to dcmpnstrate that you. knew how to oper- 


ate the gun. 
You. would very likely undergo a 


brief physical examination and 'would have to 
prove that you had 'no criminal record and/were 
sane. 3y the signatures of reputable persons you 
would establish your own responsibility.

been attempted In the United States. 


In a large part of the country, the civilian pop- 


ulation ^has been completely disarmed.
